*lso  that  "Luther  res’ored  the  essential  doc' 
Irines  ol  primitive  Christianry/’ 
f T.ien  they  must  have  been  lost,  which  is 
Oot  true,  according  to  history  and  reason, 
jf  Many  privi'eges  were  lost  to  the  early 
Christians,  but  one  thing  is*  evident,  the 
c lurch,  and  the  truth  or  the  g ispel  of  Jesus 
Chris- was  not  lost.  “On  this  rock  I build 
tny  church  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
prevail  against  it  or  overcome  it."  Matt. 
16:18.  "In  the  days  of  these  kings,  will  the 
God  ol  heave  a set  up  a kingdom  which  shall 
be  an  everlasting  kingdom."

It  was  my  good  pleasure  once  to  help  in  a 
certain  big  meeting.

My  wife  is  dead,  and  I have 
four  liAe  children,  and  I want  you  as  n 
minister  of  the  gospel,  to  do  me  au  act  of 
kindness.” 

Very  well,  said  I.  "Write  me  a love  letter 
and  let  me  copy  it." 

For  a few  seconds  silence  hung  about  on 
trees,  and  I felt  like  something  had  expb  d^d 
close  by.  But  finally  I recovered  to  tell  him 
that  my  hand  had  long  sonce  lost  its  cun- 
ning al<mg  that  line  and  that  he  would  have 
to  excuse  me. 

When  we  see  some  p-ople  at  church  its 
hard  to  tell  for  what  purpose  they  are  there. 
This  broth-r  had  business  at  home  next  day, 
aud  no  longer  walked  with  me.  Th'  re 
are  too  many  who  love  tbe  preacher  and 
church  for  w hat  they  can  got  out  of  them  to 
aid  them  in  iheir  worldly  de  ires.  And  wl  eu 
they  cannot  get  their  wishes  they  no  longer 
come  to  church.

It  is  the  great  levtler  of  so- 
scitty,  the  great  and  the  small  alike  meeting 
atjthe  foot  of  the  cross,  with  common  needs, 
c •hiniou  desirts,  go  a way  with  common  bless- 
ings, the  forgiveness  df  sins,  and  grace  and 
strength  f >r  life's  jonmey. 

It  is  said  of  our  Lord  that,  while  in  his 
liffc  time,  he  unlike  the  foxes  “h^d  not  where 
toilay  His  head;”  jet,  “ He  made  His  grave 
with  tile  rich  ahd  the  poor  in  His  death.”

Is 
yofir  t|ame  written  there?  is  a ma'.Ur  of 
greater  importance  ihan  having  it  in  all  the 
" Balls  of  fame”  of  earth. 


Chicago.!  S ime  of  the  writers  say,  ‘‘Yes.it 
is  a failutje,”  and  proceed  to  show  wherein  it 
has  failed.  Others  say,  “No,  it  is  not  a fail- 
ure,” am)  show  wherein  it  has  had  great  suc- 
cess. It|  is  true  that,  thete  are  those  who 
want  to  se’  it  fail,  and  there  are  those  who 
want  to  see  it  succeed.

It  is  will  to  put  this  question  at  this  time; 
tor,  we  are  far  enough  from  its  organization, 
to  be  abli  to  see  “ftnita,”  if  there  are  any,  or 
“leaveS.’f  if  “there  is  nothing  but  leaves.” 
Then,  it  is  a question  that  is  put  to  every- 
thing, ahd  rightly  too,  these  days.  There 
have  a'wpys  be(u  those  who  think  that  mar- 
riage is  d failure,  and  there  are  some  with  us 
still  whA  q-k,  ‘‘Is  mairiage  not  a failure?” 
Of  courst  it  is  sometimes,  but  not  all  the 
time.  Aiid,  when  it  is  a failure,  the  fault  is 
not  wittj  marriage!  as  an  institution;  but, 
with  certain  f 4ks  who  have  entered  into 
marriagq. 

There  iare  tbpse  who  think  that  all  the 
missionary  work  of  the  churches  is  an  awful 
f lilure.  Yea,  n)ore  than  that;  there  are  those 
who  think  that  the  churches  tbemrelves  are 
dreadful  failures.  Just  last  wc-t  k,  an  Epis- 
copal preacher,  op  at  Lansing,  Michigan,  de- 
cided thajt  ‘ the  church”  is  a failure,  and  went 
eff  and  set  up  as  a lawyer.  Tbe  trouble  with 
this  Episcopal  preacher  is  that,  he  himself 
is  a failure,  and  not  the  church.  It  will 
not  be  Icing  befoie  he  discovers  that  law  is  a 
failure,  iji  he  d cs  not  stick  closer  to  ‘‘Black- 
stone”  than  he  did  to  “Moses,”  not  to  say 
anythin#  (bout  Christ.  . 

Of  coqtse  soir.e  of  rur  churches  are  great 
fai'utes.jall  if  tbeln  fail  in  some  things,  and 
yet,  we  ao  not  give  them  up,  for  the  good 
reason  that  Christ  has  not  Riven  them  up. 
Seeing  vf herein  the  churches  have  failed,  we 
trX  to  itnptove  npon  those  weak  places  so  as 
not  to  fall  at  the  same  place  twice,  or  ought 
to  do  so. 

And  tt  is  tveta  so  with  the  Young  People's 
Movement;  strive  as  we  raayL  do  what  we 
w ill,  there  will  still  be  many  things  that 
should  save  been  done  that  were  not;  and 
hence  ‘‘failure,’;  in  so  fir  as  We  have  come 
short,  is  pur  portion  But  on  the  whole,  the 
movimestis  faj-  from  failure.  While  there 
ate  tbosfc  who  have  taken  it  Up  as  a “fad,” 
and  trea’pd  it  asi  such,  while  there  are  those 
wbo  have  orgamz-d  a frw  “dead”  members, 
of  a thrito  dead  church,  into  a B.  Y.  P.  U , 
and  th-rl  gone  eff,  on  a long  journey,  ex- 
pecting as  theirreturn,  to  find  that  the  church 
had  c'tn«  to  life,  bee  use  forsooth,  they  had 
organized  a B Y P U,  and  found  that 
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College  Endowment. 

At  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  Mississippi  College,  the  trustees  unani- 
mously and  heartily  voted  that  the  time  had 
come  when  an  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  in- 
crease the  endowment  of  Mississippi  College 
to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  So,  they 
decided  to  ask  the  next  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention to  endorse  such  an  t ffort.  They  also 
appointed  a committee  to  pr<  pure  a plan  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Convention.  That  com- 
mittee is  at.  work. 

In  the  mean  time,  however,  our  senior 
class  of  this  year  without  the  trustees,  or  the 
president  of  the  college,  having  an  inkling  of 
it,  leaped  to  the  front  and  sounded  the  011-cry 
by  pledging  on  the  platform,  diplomas  in 
hand,  the  first  thousand  dollars  of  the 
amount.  The  boys  seemed  to  think  that  the 
way  to  do  a thing,  was  to  do  it,  aud  so  here 
they  want. 

Well,  other  classes  did  not  propose  to  be 
out  done,  and  so,  that  day  at  the  alumni 
meeting  things  broke  loose  again,  and  nearly 
$5,00000  nnre  was  pledged  Moreover,  the 
alumni  appointed  a committee  to  confer  with 
tbe  sons  of  the  college,  and  letters  will  snon 
begin  to  fly.  We  hope  aud  believe  that  tbe 
next  convention  will  endorse  a general  move 
and  give  it  the  rigLt-of  way.  I bop?<-all  the 
brethn  n will  think  about  it,  and  pray  about 
it.  But,  be  that  as  it  may,  one  thing  is  de- 
cided, arW  that  is  the  sons  of  the  college  are 
going  to  do  semething  for  her. 

In  tie  meantime  sister  M.  M.  Champion, 
a dear  aged  mother  in  Israel,  who  has  jnst 
lost  her  bast  child,  has  sent  five  doll  rs  m re 
for  the  Presidents's  Home,  and  ten  dollars  on 
endowment.  The  Lord  bless  her  aged  heart 
and  cause  ten  thiu-and  young  hearts  10 
throb  with  symathy  that  will  result  in  help.
